ing every day and those we are feed­ 
ing are reported

tions.’’ 
Lawrence together with Miss Jose­ 
phine Roche, a suffragist of Denver, 
will visit all industrial and agricul­ 
tural centers of Belgium to report to 
the Belgian Relief committee in the 
United States. Lawrence declared to­ 
day the trip w’ill furnish inform ation 
for replies to charges in the United 
States that there is greater need for 
food and clothing among the unem ­ 
ployed and poor in America.

CHICAGO, March 26.— Every pres­ 
ent indication points to all wheat 
crop records in the history of %the 
country being broke for 1915. Howr- 
ever, according to B. W. Snow, chief 
statistical expert for Bartett, Frazier 
& Co., it would be mere guesswork 
now to attem pt to estimate the 1915 
grain crop in bushels. 
There is pos­ 
sibility, he declared today, for a crop 
of 900,000,000 bushels, but idealise 
no one can tell what the weather ac­ 
tually will be until the crop is cut, it 
^culd not be surpising if the yield 
ran as low as 500,000,000 bushels. 
Last year's total winter and spring 
crop was 891,000,000 bushels. 
“ With conditions similar to condi­ 
tions last year,'* said Snow, “ the 1915 
crop should break all records. Last 
year 36,000,000 acres yielded a win­ 
ter crop of 685,000,000 bushels. This 
year the winter acreage is between 
41,000,000 and 42,000,000. 
So 
far 
weather conditions have 
been 
exceedingly encouraging 
for 
bumper crops. 
This weather encour­ 
agement has been particularly appar­ 
ent in Oklahoma. Kansas and Nebras­ 
ka. the ‘dry’ states. So far there has 
been every bit as much moisture in 
those states this year as there was in 
1914.” 
Statistician Snow explained, that 
it is even more a m atter of haphaz­ 
ard guesswork to forecast estimates 
of other grains than of wheat. Oats, 
he explained, are just being seeded, 
the delay having been caused by too 
much rain west of the Mississippi. 
The noted grain expert refused to 
predict possibilities of higher or low­ 
er wheat and flower prices except to 
sav that he believed the old law of 
supply and demand together with les­ 
sons learned from war 
conditions 
would hold.

It has four little 
buttons on it which must strike with 
a blow of four or five pounds in or­ 
der to cause an explosion, so a man 
can handle one in his hands with per­ 
fect safety. 
I used to watch the Germans toss 
these bombs like school girls or like 
boys pitching nickels at a crack and 
all us Americans used lo watch the 
Inefficiency of the bomb in such un­ 
trained hands. 
We were considered 
the best bomb throwers of all, be­ 
cause we pitched them with force. A 
man with the aim of a trained pitch­ 
er could have worked havoc with 
them. 
He could have kept battering 
away at a trench— and the German 
line was only forty-five feet away 
from ours— until he had worn out 
the trench with repeated explosions. 
Man Catches Bom b 
Eugene Jacobs, the man who left 
his butcher shop in Pawtucket to 
come and fight the Germans because 
they had destroyed his birthplace in 
Belgium, saved his life and perhaps 
several other lives one day by catch­ 
ing one of these bombs, as lf it were 
a baseball, one day. 
He threw* it 
back, and It exploded in one of the 
German trenches. 
There was a huge Swede in my sec­ 
tion who swung the butt end of his 
rifle at one of these bombs one day 
and hit it. 
There was a terrific ex­ 
plosion and he was found brained. 
Why he did such a foolish thing, I 
don’t know. A m an’s nerves play him 
strange tricks in the trenches, aud 
you find yourself tempted to do dan­ 
gerous things, just as some persons

Swede had been tempted time and 
again to stop one of the bombs with 
his rifle and one day the temptation

German* Woar Armor 
The 
Germans had another 
trick 
that reminded me of the American 
game of football. Now and then a 
few of them w'ould clamber out of 
the trenches under a terrific fire to 
cut the barb wire 
entanglements. 
They wore arm or over their bodies 
and heads. 
They were gruesome looking ob­ 
jects, but they reminded me, how­ 
ever, for all the world, of football 
players. We never killed any of these 
armored men, but we usually drop­ 
ped them by hitting them in the legs. 
It seemed that their shin guards were 
not as protective as the rest of their 
odd suit. 
Another new invention, used by the 
Germans, was a swivel, fixed in the 
cement, on which the Germans swung 
their rifles. Each man would fix his 
aim at a certain very small section 
of our trenches and, when he was or­ 
dered to shoot, he could reach up and 
pull his trigger without raising his 
head. It was merely artillery practice, 
applied to rifles and it had a deadly

White Light* Abo 
The white night lights which were 
shot into the air and then hovered 
over the trenches, suspended from 
small parachutes were Introduced by 
the Germans but It wasn’t long be­ 
fore we had them too. 
It was on the artillery line that the 
French developed the new’ ideas. The 
German gun kicks 
with 
each dis­ 
charge. It rears back on its w’heels, 
slews around and must usually be 
re-aimed. But the wonderful French 
gun, known as the “soixante qufnze,* 
fires twenty 2.9 inch shells a minute. 
The recoil is caught in cylinders fill­ 
ed with glycerine. 
The guu loads it­ 
self automatically and It never loses 
its aim. And, on our part of the line, 
all the new' inventions which the Ger­ 
mans developed, could not overcome

The stack had been hollowed out 
and the Germans had placed four 
machine guns in it. 
W’e saw the 
wrecks of these guns the next day 
and later my two comrades and my­ 
self were “ mentioned In dispatches” 
for firing the stack. 
W ithout 
our 
“ beet coats” 
invented by the Ger­ 
mans, we would not have succeeded, | 
for several times the white lights, 
filled the air while we stretched our- j 
selves on our stomachs among the 
beets. “ Beating it with beets” was 
the name we gave to this stunt of 
wearing “ beet coats.”

One Million Four Hundred 
Thousand People Cared 
for bv Relief Com- 
a 
mission 


BRUSSELS, Belgium, March 12.—- 
(By Mail to New York.)— One mil- 
* lion four thousand people, who are 
absolutely destitute of any other re­ 
source, are now being cared for daily 
In Belgium by the Bclgian-Amerlcau 
I relief commission. 
This organization has been fully 
perfected in all parts of the country. 
More than 50,OOO volunteers are now 
enrolled in the work of distributing 
relief and bureaus have been e sta b ­ 
lished in all of the principal cities 
and towns. 
One of the first tasks of the cen­ 
tral bureau has been the securing of 
accurate figures of the manner in 
j which the Belgian 
population 
has 
: been dispersed by the war. On the 
first of last August the little king­ 
dom had a population of 7,7 0 0,0 0 0. 
Of those who fled before the German 
advance 
and 
occupation 110.000 
found refuge in England, 350.000 in 
Holland and 50,000 in France. Still 
others scattered in different coun­ 
tries bring the total number that fled 
and that is still residing out of the 
homeland up to 700,000. 
The province of Liege is the one 
in which destitution is greater than 
any other. 
It suffered the severest 
of all the Belgian provinces. A total 
of 300,000 are being cared for there 
by the relief commission. In the pro­ 
vince of Hainaut there are 150,000 
helpless. 
In this province of the rations al­ 
lowed by the German administration 
to the population is limited to 125 
grammes of bread a day. 
The ra­ 
tions of the German soldier is 750 
grammes. 
At Antwerp as a special 
favor an increase has been made to 
250 grammes a day for the popula­ 
tion.

“ If a hog is kept in a dry lot and 
fed corn only, he will lose the feed­ 
er money every time. 
It a hog is 
given all the skim milk he can drink, 
with an ear of corn each day, half an 
ear when he is small, he will grow 
fat and make the feeder money. 
“The hog should be given a chance 
to keep himself clean. 
A scratch­ 
ing place with a gunny sack dipped 
in kerosene nailed on it will serve 
to rid him of dirt and most of the 
vermin frequently, 
But be sure to 
get a good pig.

BRUSSELS, Belgium, March 12.— 


(By Mail to New York.)—One mil- 
lion four thousand people, who. are 
absolutely destitute o£ any other re- 
source, are now being cared for daily 
In Belgium by the Belgian-American 
relief commission. 


This organization has been fully 


perfected in all parts of the country. 
More than 50,000 volunteers are now 
envolled in the work of distributing 
relief and bureaus have'-been estab- 
lished in all of the principal cities 
and 'towns. 


One of the first tasks of the cen- 


tral bureau has been l.he securing of 
accurate figures of the manner in 
which the Belgian 
population lius 


been dispersed by the 'war. On the 
first of last August the little king- 
dom bad a. population of 7,700,000. 
Of those who fled before tho German 
advance 
and 
occupation 110,000 


found refuge in England, 350,000 in 
Holland and 50,000 in France. Still 
others scattered in different coun- 
tries bring-.the total number that fled 
and that is still residing out of the 
homeland, up to 700,000. 


The province of Liege is the one 


in which destitution is greater than 
any other. 
It suffered the severest 


Of all tho Belgian provinces. A total 
of 300,000 are being cared for there, 
by the relief commission. In the pro-, 
vhice of Hainaut there are 150,000, 
halpless. 


In this province of the rations al- ; 


lowed by the German administration ' 
to the population is limited 'to 1:25 
grammes of bread a day. 
The ra- 


tions of the German soldier is 750 
grammes. 
At Antwerp as a special 


favor an increase has been made to 
250 grammes a day for the popula- 
tion.
